:hourhood. of the North Pole first appeared 
on the 24th or 25th instant. That it must 
have’ been observed by nicans of instru- 
ments before it became visible to the nuked 
eye ix probable, for such an object hardly 
ean escape thé attentisinof numerous obser- 
vers especially “addicted to searching for 
Comets nndsitudying their motions. It had 
not, howevdr, been discovered on the L0th- 
May, foisthe Boston astronomical jonrual, 
Nefnce Obsereer of that date docs not men- 
tion it; andthe scientific reviews received 
j from Enrope by the last mail are equally 
silentabout it. Its motion then must have 
beau of grent rapidity to bring out such de- 
veléjument ‘of the Comet in go short a time ; 
‘for'it is well known that Comets do notyet 
the appeirlage of a tail except in the vicind- 
ty of the sun. 
- Now, on the 26th June, at 8 pan., when 
I tirst saw the Comet at Siccawei, the tail 
was already a very fair length. On tlic 
27th, at 3h. 30m. am., the view obtained 
of the sky towards the east was trnly, be- 
witching. Tne Comet was to be seen: in 
the direction of the northeast, about
